Programme of Rutland 
Old Home Week 



Sunday August - Each religious body is asked to take es- 
pecial notice of the observance of Old Home Week, doing so in its 
own manner from the pulpit, and no less from the choir by ap- 
propriate music in which all may take part. 

Monday August 12* - On four days of the week, beginning with 
today. Memorial Hall, which contains the Public Free Library, 
will be open, and a committee of the Society of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution will be in attendance to receive visitors 
between the hours of ten and eleven in the morning. The grounds 
of the Rutland Golf Club are made free by its members to all vis- 
iting guests throughout the week. 

Tuesday August 13* - From four to six o’clock in the afternoon, 
the ladies of the Congregational and Baptist Churches will hold 
informal receptions at their respective church parlors, for mem- 
bers of their own congregations and visiting guests who are af- 
filiated with these bodies. At eight o’clock in the evening a revo- 
lutionary drama in three acts entitled “A Colonial Girl”, will be 
# rendered at the Opera House by the Rutland Dramatic Club, an 
organization of trained amateurs, at low rates of admission. 

Wednesday August 14* - From four to six o’clock in the after- 
noon, informal receptions will be held as follows, for members of 
the respective congregations and visiting guests who are affili- 
ated with these bodies, namely: at Trinity Rectory by the ladies 
of the Episcopal Church; at their Church parlors, by the ladies of 
the Methodist Church; and at the rooms of the Canado-Americ- 
ain Club, by ladies of the French Cathohc Church. In the evening 
an open-air concert will be given by the Rutland City Band, at 
the old park at the corner of Main and West streets, opposite 
the monument erected on the site of old Fort Rutland. At eight 
o’clock the High School Alumni Association will hold a reception 
at Grand Army Hall for all former graduates or scholars of the 
High School. 

Thursday August 15* - Arrangements have been made for 
visiting the quarries at West Rutland for Thursday morning, at 
which time special electric cars will be furnished by the Company 
at a one way fare for the round trip. A carriage trip to the hotel 
near the summit of Movmt Killington can be made any day of the 
week on application to R. M. Spaulding, 33 South Main Street, 
on the day before. Passengers will be taken up at their respective 
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homes, and, if a sufficient number apply, a round trip rate of one 
dollar will be made, going and returning the same day. Meals 
at the hotel will be furnished for seventy-five cents, or board for 
two and one-half dollars a day. The Rutland Choral Association 
comprises a mixed chorus of about one hundred and twenty-five 
trained voices with competent soloists, and an orchestra of wind 
stringed instruments, numbering about twenty pieces, all under 
skilled leadership. This Association will give a concert at low 
rates, in the evening of this day, on the Fair Grounds, at the south 
part of the city, to which access is directly had by electric railway. 
The audience will be seated on the sheltered grandstand, with 
the chorus on a covered platform directly before them. 

Friday August 16‘^ - The Rutland Country Club cheerfully 
places its grounds at the disposal of guests for a basket picnic 
beginning at four o’clock in the afternoon. These grounds were 
formerly the Baxter Farm at the northwest part of the city and 
at the foot of Pine Hill on the banks of the East Creek. The city 
electric hne lands passengers within a quarter of a mile of the 
grounds. It is expected that the new golf course will be in readi- 
ness. 

Saturday August 17*'’ - From four to six o’clock in the afternoon 
an informal reception will be held by the ladies of the Univer- 
salist Church, at their church parlors, for members of the con- 
gregation and visiting guests who are affiliated therewith. An 
all-day excursion trip by rail and steamer has been arranged by 
the local branch of the Young Men’s Christian Association. The 
route is from Rutland to Rouses Point, N.Y. and return between 
eight o’clock in the morning and seven o’clock in the evening. The 
round trip rate will be only two dollars. The transportation will 
be by rail through the islands to Rouses Point. The return trip 
from Rouses Point will be by the Steamboat Reindeer to Burling- 
ton and thence by rail back to Rutland.
